The taste for works of art of a high oharactor,
which has extonded beyond a comparatively
narrow circle In the United Btatea within n fow
years past, and become goneral in all elasses of
goclety, Is an important Indlostion of national
prosperity, and of a dispositlon to use monoey
for the gratification of the finer instincts of
human nature, that are significant of the fact
that the Ameriean people are prepariog to take
tLeir stand beside the older natlons of the earth
in all those refinoments that mark an advanced
state of olvilization. We have been too long
accused of belng mere utilitarians, and it Is cer-
tainly time that Americans had 1earned to spend
their money for works of art, not only for the
pleastire which such works afford, but for the
purpose of stimulating artlstic genins. Leaving
every other conslderatlonout of the gquestion,
however, it I cortain that fine pletures do have
a humanizing Influence greater in some rospects
even than llterature, and that for the de-
coration of homes they are superior
to any other ornnments that money can buy. It
is imposalble to estimate the beneficlal effocta
that a few cholee works of art will have upon
the children of a household, who grow up in
familinr dally acquaintance with thom from in-
fancy, and it is just the Kind of culture that is
most needed at the present time on this slde of
the Atlantie. Our artisis need n public that is
able to direriminate In matters of art to stimn
late them in doveloping their faculties to the
highest degree, and to supply that appreciative
spirit of eriticism without which it is ussless to

hope for first-clnss performances. We mns
have an Inotelligent, art-loving publl:
before we oan bave a race of first

clasa artists. These are considerations that pre
sent themselves to those who are sollcitous about
the prosperity of the fine arts In the Unlted
States, but the majority of those who have mouey
to spend on pleturcs and statvary are chiefly
concerned about making good Investments,
They desire to secure works of res! merit that
they will not become tired of Ina few years,
aftor o familiar acquaintance with them on the
walls of a gallery or drawing-room reveals thelr
defects, but which will rather increase In attrac-
tiveness as time advances. [t is certaln that no
better investment of money can be made than in
really meritorious pletures. They will inerease
in valne with each succeeding vear, and under
ordinary circumstances oan nearly always be
s0ld at an advance on the original purchase-
money. In the dissemination of art-
works, (e various public sales that are
held in this city nearly every winter do much
for the promotion of art culture, It I3 true that
a great number of inferior productions are thus
at times put before the public, but the good that
is accomplished more than counterbalances the
evil, and picture buyers are enabled to make
selectiona and often to purchase works of ex-
traordinary merit at comparatively low figures
that would be impracticable under ordinary eir-
cumstances, It only needs an ordinary nmount
of discriminntion and common judgment for
purchasers to avold haviog bad pictures foreed
upon them at an art sale, and the superior
character of the works offered on these ocea-
slons proves that the public hus learned to dis-
¢riminnte.

This scason there has been an unusual amount
of activity nmong the fine art dealers, nnd n
number of sales have been inaugurated or are in
prospect that will afford excellent opportunities
for picture buyers to secure the performances of
artists of established reputation, whuse names
are, to a certain extent, an assurance of excel-
lence., No one, however, who really wishes to
adorn his home with paintings that will be a
perpetual source of enjoyment to himself, his
children, andjhis friends, should permit himself to
be guided in his selections by the names upon the
canvas, for there are many works of rare merit
offered at art snles executed by men unknown to
fame, or who have failed to achieve that popn-
larity that the vagaries of public taste has be-
stowed upon some others. All that is required
in cases of this kind is that purchasers shounld
allow themselves the exercise of an unbiassed
taste to choose what they know they lke, or, if
they have no confidence in their own judgment,
to avail themsclves of the experience of some
one whose knowledge of art matters Is suflicient
for the formation of a critical opinion.

In connection with what we have said above,
we call the attention of our readers to the col-
lection of oil palntings now on exhibition at No,
1120 Chesnut street, which will be sold this
evening and to-morrow by Martin Brothers.
Theae worles are from the galleries of Mr., G.

nice discrimination, and his contribution to the
sale, besides s number of original works, includes
copies of the old masters, some of which are of
much merit and others which are Interesting as
curioaitios.
